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Peace Conference--Leaders Make 
Appeals for Amicable Settlement 
of Problems--Clemenceau Chairman 


Poincare, French President, Gives Definite Outline of Great Ques- 
tions That Will Get Immediate Attention of Delegates—These 
Are, Responsibility for War, Responsibility for Crimes During | 
War, International Labor Legislation, and League of Nations 


PARIS, Jan. 18.—(Associated Press)—The peace congress, des- 
tined to be historic and on which the eyes of the world are now 
centred, was opened this afternoon in the great Salon De La Paix. 


The proceedings, which were confined to the election 


of Georges 


Clemenceau, the French premier, as permanent chairman of the con- 
ference, and to an address of welcome by the president of the French 
republic, and to the speeches by President Wilson, Premier Lloyd 
George and the Italian premier, were characterized by appeals to the 
nations to come to an understanding respecting the problems to be 


decided. 


When President Poincare spoke, the entire delegation stood up, 


and, according to custom, there was no applause. 


Premier Clemen- 


ceau’s acceptance of the chairmanship expressed his feeling of per- 
sonal gratitude and a definite outline of the great questions imme- 


diately ahead. 


Three of these larger subjects he defined as 
Responsibility for the war, 
Responsibility for crimes during the war, and 


International labor legislation. 
The league of nations, he declared, was at the head of the pro- 


gram for the next full session. 


“Our ambition is a great and noble 
said M. Clemenceau, ‘We wish 
to avoid a repetition of the catas- 
trophe which bathed the world in 
blood. If the league of nations is to 
be practicable,, we must all remain 
united. Let us carry out our program 
quickly and in an effective manner.” 
Former German Emperor's Fate 
Referring to the author of the war, 
he said he had consulted two eminent 
jurists on the penal responsibility of 
the former German Emperor and each 
delegate would receive a copy of that 
report. 

In all 72 seats were provided for 
the opening session of the peace con- 
ference. On the outer side of the 
gathering were arranged the Japanese, 
the British and Colonial delegates and 
the seat of the fifth British delegate. 
A chair for the fifth American dele- 
gate also was reserved immediately 
to the right of the table of honor. 

The TItalian, Belgian, Brazilian, 
Cuban, Haytian, Peruvian, Portuguese, 
Serbian, Czecho-Slovakian and Uru- 
guayan delegates sat in the order 
named. 

Across at the left wing of the table 
ent the Siamese, Roumanian, Polish, 
Liberian, Hedjaz, Guatemalan, Ecua- 
dorian, Chinese. and.Bolivian delega-. 
tion, 

As the delegations arrived they were 
met by fanfares of trumpets and ac- 
corded military honors by the troops. 
The Japanese were among the earlier 
arrivals and were followed by the 
Siamese and East Indians. 

President Wilson Arrives 

President Wilson arrived at ten 
minuttes to 7. The president passed 
into the anti-chamber, where 
Pichon, the French foreign minimer, 
awaited and conducted him to the 
counell room, Here he was joined by 
Secretary Lansing, Mr. White and Gen. 
Bliss and exchanged greetings with 
the British and other delegates. 

Just at 3 o'clock a rattle of drums 
and blare of trumpets announced the 
approach of M. Poine@re. The French 
president was escorted by the group of 
premiers to the head of the table, 
while a hush fell om the assembly ag 
the moment arrived for the opening 
ot the congress, It was exactly three 
minutes past 3 when M. Poincare be- 
xan his address and the peace con- 
gress came into being. The entire 
assemblage stood as the president 
spoke. M. Poincare spoke in an carn- 
est, easy manner, without declama- 
tory effort, and, following usage, there 
was no applause or interguption. 

M. Poincare spoke in French, and 
when he had concluded, an interpreter 
read the presidential discourse in Eng- 
lish, 

. - M. Poincare closed, he turned to 
receive the congratulations of Presi- 
dent Wilson and Premier Lloyd 
George, and then withdrew, greeting 
each delegation as he retired, 

Wilson Proposes Chairman 

President Wilson rose as M, Poin- 
care made his exit. 

“Mr. Chairman—It gives me great 
pleasure to propose as permanent 
chairman of the conference M, Clem- 
enceau, the president of the council, 

“T would do this as a matter of cus- 
tom. I would do this as a tribute to 
the French republic. But I wish to do 
fe as something more than that, I wish 
to do it as a tribute to the man. 

“France deserves the precedence, 
not only because we are meeting at 
her capital and because she has un- 
dergone so much of the tragical suf- 
ferings of the war, but also because 
her capital, her ancient and beautiful 
capital, has 80 often been the centre 
of conferences of this sort, on which 
the fortunes of large parts of the world

centered here, will now be 
crowned by the achievements of this 
conference, because there is a sense in 
which this is the supreme conference 
in the history of mankind, 

Fortunes of All Involved 

“More nations are represented here 
were ever represented in such a 
conference before. Th fortunes of all 
peoples are involved. A great war is 
ended, which seemed about to bring a 
universal catastrophe. The danger is 
past; victory has been won for man- 
kind, and it is delightful that we 
should be able to record these great

Olt it is more delightful to honor 
France because we can honor it in the 
person of so distinguished a servant, 
We have al! felt in our participation 
in the struggles of this war the fine 
steadfastness which characterized the 
leadership of the French in the hands 
of M. Clemenceau. We have learned 
him, and those of us who 
associated with him have 
acquired a genuine affection for him. 

“Moreover, those of us who have 
been in these recent days in constant 
consultation with him know how 
warmly his purpose is set toward the 
goal of achievement, to which all our 
faces are turned. He feels, as we feel, 
as I have no doubt everybody in this 
room feels, that we are trusted to do 
@ great thing, to do it in the highest 
spirit of friendship and accommoda- 
tion, and to do it as promptly as pos- 
sible in order that the hearts of men 
may have fear lifted from them, and 
that they may return to those purposes 
of life which will bring them happi- 
ness and contentment and prosperity.

Lloyd George Seconds 

Premier Lloyd George seconded the 
nomination of M. Clemenceau, speak- 
ing earnestly of the distinguished ser- 
vices the French premier has rendered 
in war and peace. 

Mr. Lloyd George said: 

“IT count it not merely a pleasure 
but a great privilege that I should be 
expected on behalf of the British Em- 
pire delegates to support the motion 
of President Wilson. I do so for the 
reason which he has so eloquently 
given expression to, as a tribute to the 
man. 
ceau was a compe‘ing and conspicu- 
ous figure in the po'itics of his native 


land, and his fame had extended far 
beyond France. 
“Were it not for that undoubted 


fact, Mr. President, I should have 
treated as a legend the common re- 
port of your years. I have attended 
many conferences with M. Clemen- 
ceau, and in them all the most vigor- 
ous, the most enduring, and the most 
youthful figure there has. been that 
of M. Clemenceau. He has the youth- 
fulness, he has had the hopefuiness 
and fearlessness of youth. He is, in- 
deed, ‘the grand young man’ of 
France; and I am proud to stand 
here to propose that he should take 
the chair in this conference to settle 
the peace of the world. I know of 
none better qualified, or as well quali- 
fied to occupy this chair as M. Clem- 
enceau, and I speak from my experi- 
ence in this claim. He and I have not 
always agreed; we have very often 
agreed. We have sometimes disagreed 
and we have always expressed our 
agreements very emphatically, because 
we are ourselves. 

“But although there will be delays, 
and inevitable delays, in the signing 
of peace, due to the inherent difficul- 
ties of what we have to settle, I will 
guarantee from my knowledge of M. 
Clemenceau that there will be no 
waste of time. And that is important. 

World Hungers for Peace 

“The world is thirsting and hunger- 
ing for peace. There are millions of 
people who want to get back to the 
world work of peace. And the fact 
that M. Clemenceau is in the chair 
would be proof that they will get 
there without delays which are due 
to anything except the difficulties 
which are essential In what we have 
to perform, 

“He is one of the greatest speakers 
in the world, But no one knows better 
than he that the best speaking is that 
which impels beneficent actions. 

“I have another reason, During 
the @ark days we have passed through, 
his courage, his unfailing energy, his 
inspiration, have helped through to 
triumph, and I know of no one to 
whom that victory is more attribut- 
able than the man who sits in this 
chair. In his own person, more than 
any living man, he represents the 
heroism, he represents the genius of 
the indomitable people of his land, 

“And for these reasons I count it 
a privilege that I shculd be expected 
to second his motion.”

Hunt Proves Exciting Affair—

The second big coyote hunt, in the 
Bremner and Ardrossan district, which 
took place Saturday, proved to be as 
interesting and exciting as the first, 


even if the number of coyotes killed | 


did not come quite up to expectations 

Three automobile loads of sports- 
men went down from the city and the 
remainder of the six off hunters wero 
local enthusiasts. About thirty were 
mounted. 

The day was perfect as regards wea- 
ther and other conditions, and coyotes 
were raised in all directions Owing 
to there not being a sufficient number 
of dogs most of the coyotes got away, 
to the great disappointment of the 
men who raised them. There were 
three kills, the lucky ones being as 
follows: 

First, A. Borg, Ardrossan: second, 
Mr. Hanlon, Jr., of Ardrossan, who 
was compelled to shoot his animal; 
third, Charles Wilson, doorman of the 
Pantages theatre, whose dogs holed a 
big fellow. The coyote was subse- 
quently killed and taken from the hole 
in triumph. 

This is the second score for Mr. Wil- 
son, he having been among the prize 
winners at the hunt two weeks ago. 

Still another hurt is being planned, 
and it is intended to have dogs enough 
on the next occasion,

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EX-KAISER CAN 
ONLY BE PUNISHED 
AS AN ACCOMPLICE 


Was Not Principal Offender, Say 
Jurists Mentioned by 
Clemenceau 


PARIS, Jan, 9.—Some points in the 
report which Clemenceau referred to 
yesterday when he said he had con- 
sulted two eminent jurists on the pe- 
nal responsibility of the former Ger- 
man Emperor were put today. The 
report was drawn up by Ferdinand 
Laranaude, dean of the Paris law fac- 
ulty, and Dr. A. G. La Praddle, pro- 
fessor of rights of nations in. the 
same faculty. The object of the in- 


quiry was to investigate, from a pure- | 


ly judicial point of view, If the crimes 
committed by the German 
ment and army involved the penal 
responsibility of the former German 
emperor, what tribunal should judge 
him, and whether his execution could 
be demanded. The authors of the rée- 
port gave a long argument against 
the bringing of the former Emperor 
before a tribunal of common law, be- 
eause his will commanded but — his 
hand did not execute. They say he 
was not the principal offender, and 
that he could only be punished as an 
accomplice. An international tribunal 
consequently must be found They 
consider The Hague arbitration court, 
founded at the 1899 conference, in- 
competent to try the former emperor, 
as the court was meant for . cases 
where no penalty is to be applied. 

They argue that an entirely néw 
jurisdiction must be constituted, 
which should be the first instrument 
of the league of nations, and In which 
should appear exclusively the states 
@hich fought Germany. 

The two French jurists prove that 
the extradition of the former German 
ruler cannot be refused, as he is not 
a political refugee. The report says: 

“It is anti-judicial to assimilate war 
with conspiracy. Crimes of war are 


When I was a boy M. Clemen- | crimes of public law and international 


law, not political crimes.” 

The authors of the report com- 
mence by establishing that no penalty 
is possible against a nation any more 
than against a company, but that the 
manager or director of a company can 
be punished. 

The report quotes a letter from the 
former emperor to the emperor of 
Austria in the early days of the war, 
in which the German emperor wrote: 

“My soul is torn asunder, but every- 
thing must be put to fire and blood. 
The throats of men and women, chil- 
dren and the aged must be cut and not 
a tree or leaf left standing. 

“With such methods of terror, which 
alone can strike so degenerate people 
as the French, the war will finish be- 
fore two months, while if I use hu- 
manity methods it may prolong for 
years. Despite all my repugnance, I 
have had to choose the first system.” 

The words “I” and ‘‘my” in the let- 
ter are italicized in the report. 

“Modern law," the report continues, 
“does not recoghize irresponsible au- 
thority, even at the summit of hier- 
archy. It brings a state down from 
its pedestal and makes it submit to 
the rule of the judge. 

“There can ,therefore, be no ques- 
tion of saving from the judge a man 
who is at the summit of hierarchy, 
either by the application of interna- 
tional law or of international leagues.”

To tie up 
the funds in any sort of  invest- 
ment from which it might not be 
possible to recover them in time to 
meet the debentures would add 
materially to the serious compli- 
cations in which civie finance is 
already involved. 


The Teachers’ Demand. 


The publie school teachers of 
the city have presented the school 
board with a request for an in- 
crease in salary, amounting ap- 
proximately to 25%. No doubt 
they need the money. Their pres- 
ent rate of pay was based on pre- 
war conditions, which is all that

cost of living. There is considera- 
tion also due the teachers on the 
ground that for the past 
years, while salaries and wages for 
other classes of employment have 
been generally advanced, the 
teachers not only*have not been 
given increased pay, but for three 
of these years were subject to a 
discount.
